Brown spoke for the court (in the 
words of the AP dispatch):

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon's chief economist 
says it is unlikely that wage- 
price controls will be removed 
this year. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of 


the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, also told reporters Tues- 
day that price controls "are 
consistent with a very substan- 
tial increase in profits this 
year" and that he doesn't find 
great anxiety among American 
businessmen over profit curbs. 


Stein, who just returned from 


Europe 
where 
he 
conferred 


with economic officials from 
several countries, said he found 
a "strong feeling of confidence 
in the international situation." 
He said the uncertainty that 
prevailed overseas earlier in 
the year seems to have dis- 
appeared. 


In a news conference 
the 


Economic Adviser defended the 
Price Commission 
decision 


exempting about five million 
small businesses from controls. 


"These five million ... never 


got close to the Price Commis- 
sion," he said. "The Price 
Commission deals with about 
1,500 
companies Tier 1 and 


about the same number in Tier 
2." 


The commission requires the 


largest companies in the na- 
tion, Tier 2, to clear price in- 
creases in advance. The second 
group must make periodic re- 
ports of price boosts to the gov- 
ernment.

SAIGON (AP) - North Viet- 


namese troops attacked within 
six miles of Hue today after 
seizing a fire base north of the 
old imperial capital. Other ene- 
my forces captured the last 
South Vietnamese stronghold in 
the northern part of coastal 
Binh Dinh Province.

strikes against North Vietnam- 
ese positions in South Vietnam 
but again showed no immediate 
signs of turning the tide.

wearing oxygen tanks, sear- 
chers entered the mine shafts 
for periods up to 30 minutes, 
closing off areas probed and 
trying to narrow their field of 
search. 


One rescuer described 
the 


mine interior as 
"extremely 


hot, extremely smoky and al- 
most impossible to see in." 


Chase said the cause and ex- 


act location of the fire were not 
known. It was believed to have 
burned in timbers in an older 
portion of the mine between the 
3,400 and 3,700 foot levels. 


Crews above ground bored a 


4-foot hole into a mineshaft to 
force air down to rescuers and 
the miners still inside, he said. 


Wallace Wilson, a Sunshine 


vice president, said 108 dayshift 
workers were evacuated from 
the mine immediately after the 


blaze flared.

A Turkish jetliner with 61 pas- 
sengers was hijacked today to 
Communist Bulgaria where the

minute may be members of the

terian Church, the one Hoover 
attended, at 11 a.m. Thursday. 


Bufial will be in Congression- 


al Cemetery in the nation's 
capital, Hoover's lifelong home. 
His only survivors are nieces 
and nephews.

natural causes. His death was 
attributed to "hypertensive car- 
diovascular 
disease"—an ail- 


ment linked to high blood pres- 
sure—although the immediate 
cause might have been a heart 
attack.

FRESNO, Calif. (AP) - A 


group of college women who 
believe men unfairly dominate 
the country's periodical press, 
has begun publishing a literary 
magazine offering "a feminine 
point of view" exclusively. 


"Lilith," first published on 


the 
Fresno 
State 
College 


campus where most of its staff 
members attend post graduate 
classes, is restricted to "work 
created and edited by women." 
Its nine editors say it is not as- 
sociated with the women's lib- 
eration movement, however. 


"Far too often the only ave- 


nues by which a woman can ex- 
press herself are through publi- 
cations 
controlled 
by 
men," 


said Becky Backus one of the 
editors in an interview. "Con- 
sequently, much of what wom- 
en have had to offer has been 
labeled trivial or ignored as 
typically feminine, a term that 
carries all those delightful con- 
notations of sugary, 
flowery, 


naive or simply poorly writ- 
ten." 


The editors hope women, who 


might otherwise be too timid to 
publish, will submit poetry, es- 
says, art or fiction. 


The first issue, its 35 pages 


bound in blue construction pa- 
per, contained several essays 
by the editors ranging over top- 
ics 
from 
Shakespeare's 


"Troilus and Cressida" and 
how women are portrayed in 
dirty jokes to a favorable book 
review of Germaine Greer's 
"The Female Eunuch." 


The 
first 
printing 
of 
the 


magazine was of 900 copies, 
selling for 50 cents. Six hundred 
copies were mailed to colleges 
and universities around 
the 


country which have women's 
studies courses. The editors 
hope students at these colleges 
will subscribe or submit mate- 
rial for publications. 


A Christian-Judaic myth pro- 


vided the name source for Lil- 
ith, a woman who is created 
equal with Adam from a single 
piece of clay. 


The upcoming second issue 


will feature contributions from 
the local community, including 
poetry by a junior high school 
girl and short stories written by 
a housewife. 


"We're also considering a 


study of male anatomy," one 
editor said, "but we can't de- 
cide whether it should go in the 
art, poetry or fiction sections."

On election nights in previous 


years, the downtown streets 
were aswarm with the curious 
hiking from one headquarters 
to another. Especially active 
was the one-block stretch on 
West Markahm off Main Street 
known as "candidates' row," 
where three hotels and another 
building housed the headquar- 
ters of many of the candidates. 


Only Sen. John L. McClellan 


among the major candidates is 
headquartered 
in the imme- 


diate downtown area this year, 
although a few candidates still 
have to select campaign quar- 
ters. Others are on the western 
edge, some of them numerous 
blocks from any other candi- 


date. 


One of McClellan's Democrat- 


ic rivals, Congressman David 
Pryor, is farthest from down- 
town.

McClellan Discusses 
His Crime Fighting 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sen. 


[John L. McCleUan, D-Ark., said 


! Tuesday that because of his 
| crime-fighting work he had "in- 
curred the enmity" of crimi- 
nals "who would like to see me 
defeated." 


"And, 
if I weren't a United 


States senator, they might take 
other means," he said. 


He said later that he was not 


implying that criminals were 
actively working toward his de- 
feat. 


McClellan is being opposed in 


his re-election bid in the May 
30 Democratic primary by Rep. 
David Pryor, D-Ark., Ted Bos- 
well of Bryant and Foster John- 
son of Little Rock. 


McClellan said crime would 


not stop "as long as you have 
sin," but he said crime could be 
controlled so that persons could 
feel reasonably safe on the 
streets. 


The senator, speaking to 


about 200 women who are work- 
ing in his campaign for Demo- 
cratic renomination for a sixth 
term, predicted that the Senate 
would pass pending legislation 
to compensate innocent victims 
of crimes. 


He said he had not been too 


enthusiastic about the concept 
at first, but said the "law-abid- 
ing citizen has a right" to some 
compensation for injuries re- 
sulting from criminal acts by 
others. 


He said he was encouraged 


that the rate by which crime 
had been increasing fell off last 
year, although he said he did 
not think the 1971 statistics 
were "conclusive that the trend 
is going to continue." 


McClellan said those opposing 


his re-election were criticizing 
him for pursuing "the wrong 
priorities." for "a steel and 
conrete and brick and mortar 
concept of prosperity." 


He said he held, such a con- 


cept because "that's- the only 
way to grow — you stop build- 
ing, you stop growing." 


He said one of his opponents, 


Pryor, had voted for more than 
$8 billion in foreign aid. 


"I'd rather bring it home," 


McClellan said, noting that the 
Arkansas

enth" of the amount of foreign

Climax Seen at Hue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - North 


Vietnam's drive below the de- 
militarized zone is expected to 
climax at Hue in the next" w^ek' 
or 10 days and the South Viet- 
namese will be hard put to hold 
the ancient city, according to 
U.S. 
officials. 


Small groups of North Viet- 


namese 
troops already 
are 


moving toward firebases Bir- 
mingham and King just outside 
Hue and other, larger elements 
are reported preparing for at- 
tack, the sources said. 


One military expert said ele- 


ments of Hanoi's 304th Division 
are moving south to join other 
units along a very good road 
but it will probably be up to 10 
days before they are ready to 
drive on Hue. 


The officials said a "plus for 


the enemy is that there is no 
defensible area between Quang 
Tri and Hue." The Perfume 
River, which he said would 
make a good defensive line, is 
south of the city. 


"There is a real danger Hue 


could fall," one source said. 


On the other hand, the offi- 


cials said, the North Vietnam- 


ese have taken a pounding 
from U.S. air raids. "They've 
obviously 
been 
hurt," 
one 


source1 said; adding 'that thou- 
sands of wounded enemy troops 
have been seen being evac- 
uated north.

Crib Deaths Lead 
To Parental Guilt 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Three 


weeks ago I lost my first and 
only granddaughter. It was 
a dreadful experience. My 
daughter said she was fed 
and bathed at 11 a.m. and 
put back to bed. About 1:30 
p.m. she went upstairs to 
wake her and found the baby 
was dead. We raced her to 
the hospital by ambulance, 
but it was too late. The doc- 
tor told us this was a crib 
death. 
Could 
you 
please 


write something. It has wor- 
ried me ever since she died 
as to what could cause this. 
It is such a shock when a 
baby is fat and healthy and 
only two months old to die 
suddenly. 


Dear Reader—Yes, it is al- 


ways a terrible shock and 
disappointment. Fortunately, 
the condition is rare. Several 
different theories concerning 
this problem h a v e been 
studied. Once it was attrib- 
uted to an enlarged thymus 
gland, the gland lying over 
the heart which is excep- 
tionally large in children 
and diminishes in size with 
age. The exact way it was 
felt to cause death was never 
completely explained. A cur- 
rent theory is that the air- 
way becomes suddenly ob- 
structed—perhaps by spon- 
taneous closure in the larynx 
area. This has even occurred 
while a baby was nursing at 
the breast. 


No doubt there are several 


causes 
for s u c h 
tragic 


events. I can only tell you 
that these problems don't 
seem to be inherited and it 
doesn't mean that the prob- 
lem will occur again. It cer- 
tainly does deserve a lot 
more study.

Hoover Lived Crime-fighting Legend Half a Century 


WASHINGTON i AP i 
From 


whiz-kid nemesis of John Dilli- 
nger to a near-recluse whose 
bulldog face was marked by 
age, John Edgar Hoover lived a 
crime-fighting 
legend 
t h a t 


spanned almost half a century. 


Kven in his embattled final 


days, the 77-year-old FHf direc- 
tor's triumph of tenure stirred 
admiration and downright devo- 
tion among the vast majority of 
Americans. 


He was, said President Nix- 


on, a "truly remarkable man," 
who had served eight presi- 
dents and 16 attorneys general 
with "unparalleled devotion to 


duty and dedication " 


Hoover died Monday night at 


his Georgian-style home on the 
edge 
of 
Washington's 
Hock 


(Yeek Park. Word of his pass- 
ing triggered a vast collection 
of tributes from public figures 
around 
the 
nation, 
including 


many of his more vocal critics. 


It WHS, in a way, a storybook 


ending for the man and his 48- 
year career as director, a man 
regarded 
by 
politicians—and 


the gangsters he pursued—as 
untouchable. 


A onetime Presbyterian choir 


Ixiy 
who always retained a 


deep religious streak, Hoover 


began his government career 
while still in tiigh school as a 
$30-a-month messenger for the 
Ijbrary 
of 
Congress, 
five 


blocks 
from 
his 
childhood 


home In those days he fancied 
himself a baseball player, but 
after one misjudged 
fly ball 


permanently flattened his nose 
he turned to debating and then 
to law school. 


His first big job with the Jus- 


tice Department was in World 
War I when he handled depor- 
tation proceedings against 250 
"alien agitators." 


He was named assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in 1921, and 


acting director three years lat- 
er. He was only 29 years old. In 
surprisingly short order. Hoo- 
ver was credited with having 
molded the agency into a law- 
enforcement model. He began 
with fewer than 500 employes. 
Now the FBI has more than 
19,000, including 8,600 agents. 
And Hoover added a massive 
crime lab, a training academy, 
and, among all manner of files, 
some 81 million sets of finger- 
prints. 


In the early days. Hoover 


was the darling of newsreels 
and his pugnacious face graced 
the front page of untold tab- 


loids—in sharp contrast to his 
more recent disdain for news- 
men—as his men captured or 
killed one brazen "public ene- 
my" after another. 


In one of the few early in- 


stances where Hoover ran into 
congressional 
criticism, 
Sen. 


Kenneth D. McKellar 
called 


him an armchair detective who 
left it to his men to risk their 
lives and had never made an 
arrest himself. Shortly there- 
after, Hoover flew to New Or- 
leans and personally nabbed Al- 
bin Karpis, a kidnaper who had 
written some needling letters to 
the director, and the issue nev- 


er again surfaced. 


An FBI highpoint during the 


war was the capture of several 
Nazi saboteurs landed on U.S. 
shores by submarine, many of 
whom were executed after Hoo- 
ver, an attorney, personally as- 
sisted in their prosecution. 


In the postwar era, 
Hoover 


triggered a relentless hunt for 
communists, 
convinced that 


communism "is not a political 
party" but an "evil and malig- 
nant way of life." And the FBI 
also began to use wiretaps in 
what the director called "inter- 
nal security" cases. 


Hoover's own life was cir- 


Wednesday, May 3, lit* 


cumspect. A bachelor, be spent 
most evenings watching tele- 
vision or lavishing attention 
upon his two cairn terriers, one 
of them blind and deaf. 


The director played tennis of- 


ten, turning to gardening in his 
later years. He usually ate his 
lunch at the same downtown 
hotel, the Mayflower, and never 
deviated from the order of 
grapefruit, cottage cheese and 
black coffee. At times he would 
turn up at Maryland's race 
tracks, but never bet more than 
12. 


But if there was one area 


where 
Hoover 
relaxed 
his 


standard of moderation it was 
in public relations efforts to 
build the FBI's public standing.
